“Orders for’ Schools and Churches. 

The decree, issued in Monterey, 
makes the following orders for gov- 
ernment of Catholic schools and 
churches: 

“1. All foreign Catholic priests and 
Jesuits of whatever nationality will be 
expelled from the state of Nuevo Leon. 

“2. Of the remaining Catholic priests 
those who cannot prove their complete 
abstention from politics wili be ex- 
pelled. 

“3. Churches will remain open daily 
from 6 in the morning until 1 in the 
afternoon. Only priests having permis- 
sion to do so will be permitted to offici- 
ator 

“4. Confession 

“Dd. The public is 
entering the sacristy. 

“6. Church bells shall ring only to 
celebrate fiestas, in honor of the coun- 
try, or for triumphs of the arms of the 
constitutionalists. 

“7. All Catholic colleges shall be 
closed which do not obey programs 
and texts ordered by officials and which 
do not have at their head some profes- 
sor who is a graduate of the normal 
schools of the country, who will be re- 
sponsible to the government for any 
infraction of the rules. 

“8. Any infraction of these Iaws will 
be punishable by a fine of one hundred 
to five hundred dollars, and arres{ and 
imprisonment from two to four months, 
or both fine and imprisonment. In event 
of a seconc offense the school will be 
closed.” 

Reasons for the Decree. 

Explaining the grounds for this ac- 
tion, Villareal’s decree reads: 

“In the interest of public health, 
morality and justice, the state of Nu- 
evo Leon will limit the scope of the 
Catholic church, which during its life 
has entirely forgotten its spiritual mis- 
sion, its sole right to’“be recognized by 
modern society. 

“The church has consecrated itself 
principally to conquest in politics. To 
secure its object it always has been 
allied with the reactionary government 
and the despots and even with foreign 
invaders. 
placable enemy to the liberal move- 
ment and progress from the first revo- 
lution of Ayutla until the present time, 
and has fulminated its ridiculous ex- 
communications 0. the most grand 
an dglorious benefac. of the country, 
Hidalgo, Juarez and Lerdo de Tejada. 

“The pretorial and clerical rulings 
of Porfirio Diaz and Huerta, against 
which the Mexican people have been 
struggling heroically for many years, 
have had the sympathy and assistance 
of the Mexican church, the church has 
had its benedictioms for the crimes and 
corruptions of Huerta and has un- 
successfully worked to incite the pub- 
lic against the constitutionalist cause.” 

Church Ceremonials Criticised. 

Some of the ceremonials of the 
church were criticised, Villareal alleg- 
ing tha in Mexico they have tended 
toward weakening of moral character. 
The colleges came under his disapprov- 
al also and he declared it the course 
of wisdom to close the clerical schools 
for the present on the ground “it is a 
supreme national necessity to stamp 
out at the root @ arrogant abuses,of 
the Catholic church and remove the 
grave danger which the institution rep- 
resents, more political than religious 
for the tranquillity and future progress 
of the country. It is not the inten- 
tion of this government not to recog- 
nize liberty or conscience, or persecute 
any cults while others enjoy guar- 
antees, and for this reason the privi- 
lege has been accorded five Catholic 
churches of reopening their doors in 
Monterey.”

PRUVOKES IRELAND 
10 MORE RIOTING 


Great Mob Gathers in Dub- 
lin Bent on Attacking the 
Troops Who Fired on the 
People Sunday. 


ACTION OF THE TROOPS 
DENOUNCED IN COMMONS 


Redmond Says Man Re- 
sponsible for the Tragedy 
Ought to Be Hanged. 
Ireland Greatly Stirred by 
Tragedy.. 


Dublin, July 27.—Rioting broke out 
again tonight, but subsided without 
serious results. The rumor was afloat 
that the Scottish borderers would en- 
train at the Amiens street station. A 
great crowd, mostly 
surrounded the station. 
stoned the street cars. 

Six hundred volunteers paraded 
through the streets, a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand following them, sing- 
ing. 

Feeling runs kferh throughout 
tionalist Ireland. Town coufcils are 
adopting resolutions denouncing “the 
massacre.” The soldiers of the Lim- 
erick and Kilkenny garrisons are con- 
fined to barracks. Concerts by mil- 
tary bands in several towns have been 
canceled. The lord mayor of Dwblin 
has called a meeting of the magis- 
trates to consider the action of the 
Castle authorities in calling out the 
police and soldiers without consulting 
the city officials. The police threaten 
a strike unless those members of the 
department who were dismissed for 
disobedience of orders are reinstated. 

The rioting tonight was a sequel 
to the fatal events of @Jiiday, when 
regular troops of the British army 
fired on a mob, x{illing four persons 
and wounding sixty others. 

Day dawned béfore the police suc- 
ceeded In dispersing the crowds march- 
ing through the streets and looking for 
soldiers of the second battalion of the 
king’s own Scottish borderers on whom 
to inflict vengeance. The borderers 
were ordered out Sunday to prevent the 
landing of arms and ammunition for 
the Irish nationalist volunteers. 

The crowd attacked the royal bar- 
racks, where the borderers are station- 
ed and clamored for the soldiers to 
come out. Finally’ the mob kicked 
down @ gate of their barracks and 
fired a*couple of shots upon which 
bugles were sounded, the police came 
on the scene and the crowd was dis- 
persed. 

The lord mayor of Dublin today de- 
manded in the tnterests of peace of the 
city that the battalion of the Seottish 
borderers be removed.

Irish Members Exasperated. 

London, July The first effect 
of the Dublin home rule tragedy has 
been to smash Premier Asquith’s plans 
for taking up the amemding bill to- 
morrow. The premier announced to- 
day that the question had been in- 
definitely postponed. The Irish mem- 
bers are so exasperated over the kill- 
ing of four persons and the wounding 
of many others in the clash yesterday 
between ‘the regular troops and the 
nationalist volunteers, that they are in 
no frame of mind to grant any conces- 
sions to Ulster. The laborites and 
many liberals support them. 

The government announced in the 
house of commons today that Deputy 
Police Commissioner Harrell, who 
ordered out the troops, had been sus- 
pended and that his superior commis- 
sioner, Sir John Ross, who expressed 
a desire to share the responsibility, 
has resigned. A _ special inquiry will 
be held. In the meantime the demand 
for the removal of the Scottish border- 
ers from Dublin has not been granted, 
largely because an attempt to remove 
them would be the signal for attacks 
by the mobs. 

The nationalist members of parlia- 
ment at a meeting today showed more 
animus against the castle than the 
government. They consider Viceroy 
Aberdeen’s official family prejudiced 
against the nationalists. 

A heated discussion was started in 
the house of commons by John Red- 
mond, the nationalist leader, who de- 
manded an impartial inquiry into the 
conduct of the troops and their pun- 
ishment, if the shooting was not justi!- 
fied. He demanded also that the regi- 
ment be removed from Ireland, that 
the proclamation against the importa- 
tion of arms into Ireland be with- 
drawn and that the law be adminis- 
r impartially. 

Called “Monstrous Business,”’ 

Mr. Redmond compared “this mon- 
strous business” with the parades of 
armed volunteers in Belfast. “To such 
a state if impotence has the British 
government been reduced in Ireland,” 
he said, “that a subordinate official is 
able to call in soldiers without con- 
sulting the executive of the country.” 

He expressed the hope that the Irish 
people would not blame the troops too 
much, and concluded amid cheers: 
“Four-fifths of the Irish people will not 
submit any longer to be bullied and 
punished for conduct which is allowed 
to go scot free in Ulstér by another 
section of their fellow countrymen.”

._Dulaney and told of plans for the es- 
tablishment of a coal terminal at 
Charleston, which the Southern rail- 
way had perfected before the investi- 
ow re a the senate committee was 
ordered. 


Harrison Resents Charges. 

In beginning his testimony Mr. Har- 
rison stated that he resented with 
every fiber of his being the charges 
that there had been any improper con- 
duct on the part of the management 
of the Southern railway, and particu- 
larly charges that it had submitted 
to the dictation of outside influences 
and allowed itself to be used against 
the south by men having no interest 
in the section. He declared that if he 
believed Mr. Dulaney’s charges true he 
would president of the 
Southern Railway company, and that 
he believed other responsible officers 
would do likewise. : 

Mr. Harrison declared his belief that 
Mr. Dulaney is suffering from a “de- 
lusion of persecution,’ due to his in- 
tense hatred of a few men who have 
succeeded where he has failed, and 
that in his efforts to get at them he 
has attacked the Southern railway. 

Taking up by name the men Mr. Du- 
laney had cited a& influencing the pol- 
icy of the Southern railway with re- 
spect to coal traffic, Mr. Harrison de- 
clared that none of them had exercised 
the slightest influence or control over 
the Southern railway policy, and that 
mo member of the voting trust com- 
mittee of the board of dirgctors had 
ever attempted to use his position with 
the Southern railway to have anything 
done for any other property in which 
he was interested.

policy of the Southern railway as to 
coal traffic had been developed and 
administered solely in the interest of 
the Southern Railway company and 
the territory it serves. 

Tracing the building and the de- 
velopment of*the Southern railway of 
today from what he termed a “collec- 
well fit for a 
museum,” Mr. Harrison told of Mr. 
Spencer's plans for constructing a 
railway to serve the industrial south 
and that he early discovered the need 
for an additional coal supply. It 
was to meet this’ need that first the 
Knoxville and Bristol railway was 
bought and afterwards the Virginia 
and Southwestern. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that, although the 
price finally paid for the Virginia 
and Southwestern was greater than a 
former price at which it might have 
been bought, the Southern was not 
ready to make the purchase at the 
time it was first oftered and when 
the Southern was ready to buy, in 
pursuance of its plan of development, 
the Virginia and Southwestern coulda 
not be bought for any less than was 
paid. 

Results Justified Price. 

The results, he declared, have fully 
justified the price which Mr. Spencer 
paid for the Virginia and Southwest- 
ern and its acquisition for the South- 
érn railway has not only been ot great 
advantage to it, but as well to the in- 
dustrial south, particularly the manu- 
facturing district in the Carolinas. bBe- 
sides the benefits derived from it as a 
feeder, it is now paying the Southern 
5 per cent return on the money paid 
for its stock. The Knoxville and 
Bristol was purchased to be used as a 
art of a cut-off line to connect the 
Middleboro field with Morristown, 
Tenn., and thence to the Carolinas, 
but this plan was abandoned for 
Various reasons, among them the 
abundant supply of excelient coal ob- 
tained with the Virginia and sSouth- 
western. 

Mr. Harrison reviewed the financial 
history of the Southern. railway, deal- 
ing particularly. with the financial 
Straits in which it found itself after 
the panic of 1907, when the company 
was on the verge of bankruptcy, and 
how it was necessary to postpone for 
years Many improvements that were 
greatly desired because of lack of 
Iunds. He paid a high tribute to the 
work of the late President Finley, who, 
he said, built at the same time the 
credit of the Southern Railway com- 
pany and one of the finest oOrganiza- 
tions to be found in railway service. 

He showed how to afford facilities 
to shippers on its line it had last fall 
put in a rate of $1.40 a ton to Charles- 
ton On coal for trans-shipment, exactly 
the same rate the Norfolk and West- 
ern has to tidewater. 


Coal Terminal at Charleston. 


In regard to the coal terminal at 

Charleston, Mr. Harrison stated that 
the Southern railway is preparing to 
build the first unit of such a termi- 
nal, sufficient to coal one ship at a 
time and equipped with the most mod- 
ern appliances. The ground has been 
bought, the money for the work is in 
bank and engineers have submitted 
their first report. This terminal is 
to be independent of faciHties to be 
constructed by any other corporations 
and will be open to every coal shipper 
located on the lines of the Southern 
railway. Netogiations in regard to 
the terminal had been in progress for 
Several years and final determination 
to provide coal shipping facilities at 
Charleston had been reached long be- 
fore this investigation. 
_ He called attention to the fact that 
in September of last vear the South- 
ern railway board of directors au- 
thorized the purchase of a site for this 
purpose from the Magnolia Cemetery 
company. However, efforts were still 
continued to avoid the duplication of 
facilities at this point and he had 
hoped that the Southern might use the 
terminal to be built at Charleston. by. 
the Holston corporation, allied wii 
the Cleveland, Cincinnati and Ohio. 
but that this was not satisfactory to 
some coOal operators on theline of the 
Southern railway and that it had in 
May of this year finally lost hope of 
being able to avail itself of facilities 
furnished by others and determined to 
build its own. 


MALARIA IN SOUTH

Mobile, AM, July 27.—Dr. R. H. Von 
Ezdorf, of the United States public 
health service, who has been stationed 
in Mobile for a number of years, and 
has made a specialty of investigating 
malaria fever, left here today on an 
extended tour of the southern states. 
On this trip he will carry on a ma- 
laria investigation. Dr. Von Ezdorf's 
first stop will be at Little Rock, Ark.., 
where a party of malaria investigators 
under his direction are stationed. He 
will later go to South Carolina, where 
he will confer with senior Surgeon 
Carter, in charge of a party of inyes- 
tigators there. His tour will also em- 
brace North Carolina, Mississippi and 
northern and southern Alabama.

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Equalization Act Opposed 
Mainly by Those Who 
Misunderstand It, Declares 
Governor at Covington. 


Covington, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
The auditorium of the courthouse was 
packed today at noon by represent- 
ative gitizens of city and county to 
greet Governor Slaton, who has always 
had a strong following in this part 
of ‘the state. 

The governor was introduced 
few well-chosen words by 
Meador. 

Governor Slaton did not once refer 
to the senatorship, to either of his op- 
ponents, and scarcely himself, but de- 
livered a powerful oration in defense 
of tax equalization. 

The introductory part of the speech 
gave a summary of the resources of 
the state. ‘“‘When I became your gov- 
ernor,” declared the speaker, “I was 
satisfied with the resources of Georgia, 
but I was not satisfied with conditions 
as 1 found them. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars above the revenue 
were annually being appropriated. Why 
did not I, as governor, stop it? Would 
you have had me cut the school fund, 
the pensions for the old soldiers, the 
maintenance of the institution at Mil- 
ledgeville? Would you have had me 
neglect the state debt?’ 

In.the midst of these questions Gov- 
ernor Slaton greatly pleased his New- 
ton county audience by reference to 
the fact that the Newton county schoo) 
System and plan have been held up as 
examples of excellence for the other 
148 counties in Georgia. 

Tribute to Old Soldiers. * 


The governor's sincere, heartfelt 
tribute to the old soldiers of Géorgia 
will never be forgotten by those who 
heard him, 

“When I become your governor,” Mr. 
Slaton continued, “as economically as 
the state could be run, the appropria- 
tions exceeded the revenue by $500,000. 
How was this to be remedied? Former 
governors and comptrollers had recom- 
mended change. When I went to New 
York to confer with bankers about the 
Georgia bonds, some one mentioned 
that horrid word ‘repudiate,’ and I let 
it be known, then and there, that Geor- 
gia has never repudiated bonds that 
were issued by representative and re- 
sponsible bodies. He who invests in 
Georgia bonds depends upon the honor 
and integrity of the legislature, which 
reflects the honor and integrity of 
the people of Georgia.” 

At this point the governor referred 
to the fact that, although the appro- 
priations were a half million dollars 
in excess of the revenue, that the state 
treasury was further depleted bv the 
Placing of the convicts on the roads, 
and by the cutting of the dog tax. 
He believes that the convicts ought to 
be on. the roads, but that the state 
treasury suffered when they were 
placed there. 

Just before entering upon a direct 
discussion of tax equalization, the ROV- 
ernor took his audience into his confi- 
dence and apparently carried every- 
body with him. He said: “My friends, 
l want to be popular. I Want every- 
body to like me A man likes for 
those who elect him to office to love 
him. But, in the language of Gladstone, 
‘to be just and fear not,’ I must tell 
you that I found those who ougkt to 
have been contributing to our revenues 
but were not. The purpose of tax 
equalization is toreach the hidden, in- 
visible property, and not to attack the 
land. The money-lender, who largely 
utilizes the courts for the eollections 
of debts, should pay his just share of 
the taxes. In Rockdale county over 
half of the increased taxes was on per- 
sonal property. In Bartow county the 
equalization of taxes caused the land | 
tax to be reduced,” 


in a 
Judge 


Praises Women Taxpayers. 

The governor paid high tribtue to 
the women of the state, who pay more 
taxes, proportionately, than the men, 
and to the small landowner who gives 
in his land more liberally because his 
hundred acres mean everything to him. 
Hie spoke of the man who had 9,000 
acres and forgot to give in 4,000 of 
the acres. 

It is the belief of the governor that 
90 per cent of those who oppose tax 
equalization do so simply because they 
do not understand it. 

It is safe to say that when the gov- 
ernor finished his speech every one in 
the vast audience understood tax 
equalization, and that more Newton 
county voters than ever before are 
determined to send Slaton to the sen- 
ate.”’ 

After Mr. Slaton had finished, J. J. 
Brown, of Elbert county, candidate for 
commissioner of agriculture, made a 
speech in which he claimed that while 
70 per cent of the people were pro- 
ducers fifteen years ago, and the other 
30 per cent consumers, the order has 
been reversed, and now we have 30 
per cent producers and 70 per cent con- 
sumers. He also spoke in the interest 
of keeping the young men on the farm 
by making rural conditions more pleas- 
ant.

The remarkable fact develops that out 
of the returns already in only two counties 
show decreases, and of these the most con- 
spicuous is Washington county, the home of 
Congressman Hardwick, now in Georgia con- 
ducting an active campaign for the United 
States senate for the short term. And the 
amazing fact develops that Washington and 
the other one county which shows a loss 
refused to appoint state tax equalizers as 
specifically provided by law. 

Washington shows the amazing decrease 
of $155,652. In significant contrast, the 
counties surrounding Washington, compar- 
able to Washington in wealth and popyia- 
tion, show increases in some instances phe- 
nemenal. Baldwin shows an incrad@ase of 
$716,783; Jefferson, $304,459; Wilkinson, 
$273,985; Johnson, $204,747. It is impossible 
to concede that county lines could cause 
such a vast statistical difference in wealth. 

Knowing the high type of Washington’s 
prosperity and development and the class of 
its citizenry, we dismiss that theory. 

There are other causes. 

Washington last year turned INTO the 
state treasury the sum of $26,949.58. She 
received directly FROM the state treasury 
$44,084.01. 

If the tax digest, as Washington has 
turned it in, is permitted to stand, that big 
discrepancy will be further increased. 

What does that mean? That Washing- 
ton’s children are being educated, her vet- 
erans pensioned, her courts administered at 
the expense of counties in a great many in- 
stances far less abie than Washington to 
bear the burden. 

Let’s be frank. Three counties of the 
148 in the state are not only ignoring, but 
defying, the tax equalization law. Wash- 
ington is the most important. The other 145 
counties are not only doing. their part in 
meeting the expenses of the state, but they 
are paying the extra part being shirked this 
year by Washington. ° 

That is not the conception of the square 
deal, as the citizens of Georgia traditionally 
have seen it. It is not the square deal as the 
great, splendid citizenry of Washington, 
valiant in war, enterprising and with high 
ideals in peace, usually gives. 

Washington is prosperous and progres- 

sive. It has natural and inherited high 
standards. [It is not like Washington to 
sponge on other counties. Not like Wash- 
ington to let other counties educate her 
children and maintain her courts and feed 
her confederate veterans. It is not like 
Washington to iet her neighbors pay her 
bills. Not like Washington to appear before 
the state, along with two other counties, as 
paupers, miserly, niggardly—when the very 
reverse is the true condition. 
, The Constitution knows this splendid 
people. It knows they would not consciously 
and knowingly appear in this pitiable light 
before the whole commonwealth. It knows 
the spectacle is a caricature, a libel, of the 
genuine Washington. 

Where is the fault? 

Washington has a candidate for the short 
term for the senate. That candidate, while 
a member of the legislature from Washing- 
ton, introduced two tax equalization bills 
i rably more drastic than the present 
one. Apparently for vote-making purposes, 
appealing to the most unlovely instincts of 
parsimonious and prejudiced human nature, 
that candidate has been striving to make 
the tax equalization law a political issue. 


He has encouraged rebellion against it. He 
has encouraged his home county to defy, 
discredit and violate the law of the state. 

These are the facts in the case. The 
Constitution is unwilling to believe that,a 
county with such sturdy citizenry as Wash- 
ington will permit itself, under false pre- 
tenses, once it understands the case, to be 
placarded to the state and the nation, and 
for what? 

To bolster the selfish ambitions of a 
cornered and despairing politician. 


THE SOUTH'S HEART RIGHT. 

The most striking product of The Con- 
stitution’s suggestion that President Wilson 
appoint former President Taft to the su- 
preme court to succeed the late Justice 
Lurton is the manner in which the south 
has spontaneously exhibited its greatness 
of heart and breadth of spirit. The sug- 
gestion was based upon the plain doctrine 
of reciprocity. Taft, a man of union origin, 
had -appointed Lurton, a confederate vet- 
eran. Taft, a northerner, had appointed 
Lurton, a southerner. Taft, a republican, 
had appointed Lurton, a democrat. These 
identical considerations governed in Taft's 
action in elevating White, of Louisiana, to 
the chief justiceship, to succeed Melville 
Fuller. 

An editorial from The Americus Times- 
Recorder, which we reproduce, illustrates 
the manner in which the press of the state 
and the south received the suggestion. 
There has not been a single discordant note, 
save that of skepticism that such breadth 
could exist, and even that has yielded once 
the facts were plainly stated. 

It may be that President Wilson will see 
fit not to appoint Mr. Taft. He would 
honor himself signally, as he would win the 
approval of the nation by such an appoint- 
ment, since he would exemplify the charac- 
teristic southern trait of matching generos- 
ity and breadth with generosity and breadth. 
In this respect the appointment would be 
epochal. 

Even if the appointment does not mate- 
rialize, the agitation has been vastly helpful 
to the south and helpful to the nation. It 
has shown that the south’s heart is in the 
right place. It has shown that one of the 
most valuable and beautiful of southern 
traditions—the obligation of chivalry, the 
obligation to meet more than half way the 
hand outstretched from the other side—sur- 
vives in all its sectional strength. 

Taft dealt with the south in the coin of 
bigness and breadth. He is being paid 
back, at least by public opinion, so far as 
the south is concerned, in the same noble 
currency. 


COST OF A WORLD WAR. 


An European war would be nothing short 
of a cataclysm. That sums up Austria’s sin- 
ister effort to discipline Servia for the assas- 
sination of the crown prince of Austria and 
his morganatic wife. Not one power in the 
old world could keep aloof. If they were not 
drawn in directly, they would be drawn in in- 
directly. The cost to business and prosper- 
ity, and the cost to posterity in debt and in 
the inheritance of feuds, would be nearly in- 
calculable. 

Irrespective of which of the continental 
powers clashed, the Wnited States could not 
escape bearing a part of the penalty. Civill- 
zation, nowadays, is like a set of ninepins on 
a bowling alley. If you knock down one pin 
without disturbing one or more or all of the 
others, it is chiefly an accident. *Hostilities 
in Europe would mean that all our surplus 
gold would be drawn there. Gold would stop 
coming to this country from Europe. Eu- 
ropean investments here would dwindle toa 
minimum. We would have to depend on our 
own resources, so far as finance goes. Prices 
for commodities would go up, since the de- 
mand in Europe would be intensified. 

These are things worth thinking about 
for the man who thinks we would not be 
affected by an old world war. They also are 
powerful arguments for the universal peace 
propaganda. When the map of the world is 
altered, even the smallest nation pays a 
share of the cost of the operation. 


MOVING THE CROPS. 


Prosperity “in the south and west will 
receive this year, as last, a healthy impulse 
through the action of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo in lending to southern and west- 
ern banks $34,000,000 to be used in handling 
the crops. The national banks qualifying 
for these loans are to receive them at 2 per 
cent. Previously, money for this purpose 
has been borrowed from Wall street at 3 
per cent and higher. The saving to the 


‘banks is considerable, while the government 


gains in interest charges for money that 
otherwise would lie idle. 

Under our ancient and inefficient cur- 
rency system, which has not yet been re- 
placed by the new one, the autumn of each 
year, with the heavy financial strain of crop- 
moving, put a test upon the entire business 
fabric. If the situation were in the least one 
of tension, the additional burden of moving 
the crops was likely to provoke disturbances 
of a far-reaching nature. 

Last year the secretary undertook to les- 
sen this meriace by lending government 
money to the banks at nominal rates. The 
practice had a good effect not only in facill- 
tating the movement of crops, but in gener- 
ally increasing the sum total of money in 
circulation. The petty fight made in the 
senate on Warburg and Jones, nominated to 
the federal reserve board, has postponed the 
organization of the’ new currency system, 
and, therefore, necessitated the duplication 
of the government loans of last year. With 
crop prospects in the south and west already 
of the most propitious nattre, this helping 
hand from the government ought to remove 
the last obstacle to a season of phenomenal 
prosperity,

Editor Constitution: I thank you for the 
tribute given Mrs. Mary L. McLendon in 
your editorial of Friday, the 24th, but I do 
object to the term “A Fighting Woman.” 

It is a misnomer. It does not represent 
the status of the good women of Georgia 
who are members of the Georgia Woman's 
Suffrage association. It has a militant twang 
——that is unfair, to say the least of it, outside 
of Great Britain. 

If you had said, “a woman devoted to 
the cause of woman suffrage—state and na- 
tional,” you would have been within the 
facts and nearer to the actual condition of 
affairs, 

I agree with you that it is only a question 
of time when Georgia will qualify the virtue 
and (largely) the intelligence of the state 
for the ballot privilege. 

I would be pleased to know that intelll- 
gent Georgians could now bear tribute to 
the loyalty, the affection and the qualifica- 
tions of their devoted mothers and wives, 
sisters and daughters. They are hindered 
by the majority in our state legislature, 
which has also hindered the operation of a 
needed dog law and which cares so little 
for womenkind that the age of consent in 
Georgia is kept down to the 10-year limit. 
To speak plainly, your legislative members 
assume that a 10-year-old girl child is amply 
capable of protecting her virtue from’ the 
white slaver and the rapist, black or white. 
A body that is controlled by such men !s 
impotent to advance either the progress or 
prosperity of the Empire State of the South. 

Their apathy or indifference or ignorance 
has made Georgia's illiteracy a by-word from 
ocean to ocean and from the big lakes to 
the Gulf of Mexico. Because the intelligent 
men and women of this commonwealth are 
kept in bondage to a class that represents 
nothing so much as thelr own inefficiency 
and ignorance, the women of this suffrage 
association are struggling to assist those 
who pay the taxes and bear the burdens of 
government, and it goes without saying that 
they will aid the good men of Georgia after 
the federal union issues a decree that will 
enfranchise women throughout the United 
States. 

It would be more agreeable, more chiv- 
alric and more characteristic of southern 
sentiment (which assumés to be the proud 
protector of southern gwives and mothers) 
for the state of Georgia to accord to its 
white women what it gave to the black 
negro men of the state nearly fifty years 
ago. But if the aforesaid majority still 
withholds from its own households what it 
allows to negro voters, we must look to the 
federal law, which will enfranchise women 
by a two-thirds majority in all the etates of 
the union. This legislature was only asked 
to allow the men voters of Georgia to vote 
upon the question of equal suffrage. They 
were only requested to allow the subject dis- 
cuesed and voted on by the men of Georgia. 

With characteristic effrontery they pro- 
posed to “be the people” and shut off the 
light! Ten states and one territory have 
already enfranchised their women. As many 
more will be in line by 1916, with the prin- 
ciple of woman suffrage fully established; 
for there are only seventeen states in this 
country now which have not, at this time, 
given the ballot in some form to the women 
of the country. 

China has enfranchised its women and 
thrown off the selfish apathy of centuries. 

We, in Georgia, are in a peculiar cond!- 
tion, common only to the late slave-holding 
states. With the race question always pres- 
ent we are now outlawed by every political 
party in the unfon in regard to negro suf- 
frage and negro office holding. 

The appointment of a colored judge in 
Washington city and the confirmation of the 
colored judge by the northern democrats this 
year, aided by the convenient absence of 
Stone, of Missouri, both Virginia senators, 
Tillman of South Carolina (who was present 
and not voting), one Texas senator, Clarke of 
Arkansas, a Margland senator, and a Ken- 
tucky senator, demonstrates to a certainty 
that negro office holding is paramount in 
every state except a few that are worse than 
helpless in the old sowth. The president of 
the United States made the appointment, 
every senator but twenty ylelded to the prest!- 
dent’s wishes, and these voting southern Sen- 
ators made no outcry, but simply registered 
their vote against the colored judge. 

I say to you, Mr. Editor, that the time is 
near at hand when you ‘will call for the 
assistance that your wives and mothers can 
give you. The principle of white supremacy 
has been surrendered in every state in the 
union except those here mentioned.

Taxing Money and Mortgages. 


Editor Constitution: I notice some dis- 
cussion in reference to the advisability of 
taxing notes, mortgages, etc., under the new 
equalization tax law, yet I see nothing in 
reference to the taxing of deposits in banks. 

Under the law these deposits are property 
and as much subject to taxes as notes, mort- 
gages, etc. 

The equalizers in some of the counties 
tried to reach these deposits, yet I have 
heard of this being done only in one or two 
counties, and I ask why it is not done in all 
the counties? 

This item alone would increase the tax- 
able property of the state one hundred mil- 
lions or more, that is if the depositors would 
let their money remain in the banks. The 
point I am making is, this class of property 
is equally taxable as notes and mortgages, 
but no effort is being made to place it on 
the digest. In reference to the taxing of 
mortgages and notes, I would like to ask 
those in favor of the law or the taxing of 
this property, who !s going to pay the tax? 
Does anyone contend the warehouses or 
individuals who furnish the farmer and the 
one who has to borrow the money, etc., are 
going to pay the state, county and city taxes 
on these notes and mortgages, and let the 
farmer have the money and supplies at the 
same rate of interest as they did before they 
had to pay this tax? 

It is not reasonable to suppose they will, 
and the farmer who has to patronize the 
warehouse and individual will be the one 
who pays this tax, and he is the one whom 
it is claimed the law benefits. 

Where is the benefit to him? 

I understand if deposits in bank are tax- 
ed it means the withdrawal of the money 
from the banks, as no depositor is gding to 
pay this tax for the privilege of having a 
bank to care for his money,‘and this money 
will go elsewhere, yet if they insist on 
taxing notes, mortgages and accounts, and 
placing this extra burden upon the farmer 
and borrower the withdra'wal of the money 
from the banks should be no reasen to 
exempt this money from being placed on the 
digest. 

In the case of taxing notes and mortgages 
it means the borrower and the farmer and 
the poor man will have to pay this addi- 
tional tax. 

Unless the law is changed so as to make 
it impossible for the lender to make the 
borrower pay this tax it is unwise to &t- 
tempt to tax this class of property. It 
places an extra burden upon the very one 
the law and the advocates of the law claim 
it benefits. If the law and its advocates 
insist wpon placing this extra tax on this 
class of our citizens, then there is no reason 
why deposits in banks should not be taxed. 

Personally, I am opposed to the taxation 
of money, notes, accounts and mortgages, 
for the reasons stated. Yet, if these eyi- 
dences of debt are placed on the digest, we 
know that the borrower will have to pay 
the tax, and the farmer is the one who does 
most of the borrowing, and the deposits in 
banks should be placed on the digest along 
with these notes, mortgages, etc., and this 
should be done in every county and not only 
in one or two counties.

MUNICIPAL COURT 
DECLARED VAL 


Supreme Court Sustains 
Lower Court in Refusing 
to Enjoin County From 
Paying Salaries of Offi- 
cials. 


The supreme court Monday handed 
down a decision sustaining the action 
of the superior court in refusing to 
grant an injunction to restrain the 
county commissioners and H. L. Cul- 
berson from paying out the salarjes of 
judges and officers of the municipal 
court of Atlanta. 

The effect of the decision is to dis- 
clare valid the act of 1913 creating the 
municipal court. 

D. H. McWilliams, of East Point, 
January 7, 1914, filed a petition in the 
superior coftirt of Fulton county asking 
for an injunction against the county 
commissioners and H. L. Culberson, 
treasurer of Fulton county. The in- 
junction was denied and the case was 
carried to the supreme court. ‘ 

In sustaining the decision of the 
lower court, the supreme court says: 

“Inasmuch as the act of 1913 estab- 
lishing the municipal court of Atlanta, 
separating it into two sections, and 
authorizing the expenses of the Fulton 
county section to be paid from tax- 
ation in the county of Fulton is, In 
the main features constitutional, the 
superseding of a jurisdiction to sit as 
a court of inquiry in regard to war- 
rants charging criminal offenses com- 
mitted elsewhere than in Fulton coun- 
ty (should it be held to be invalid) is 
not such an essential part of the act 
as to render it unconstitutional as a 
whole, or to require the grant of an 
injunction to prevent the payment of 
the expenses of the Fulton county sec- 
tion of such court from taxation raised 
in that county.”

Fees for Postal Money 
Orders to Other Nations 
Are Materially Reduced 


The postmaster general has directed 
that, beginning August, 1, 1914, the 
fees charged for the issue of postal 
money orders payable in thirty-nine of 
the foreign countries with which in- 
ternational money order business is 
transacted shall be materially reduced. 

Under the present schedule of fees 
the remitters of small sums (and they 
are usually of the poorer classes), who 
send a regtlar pittance to 
relatives in the old country, are 
dened with more than their propor- 
tionate cost of the service. This change 
is for the purpose of adjusting this 
inequality. 

The new schedule of fees, effective 
August 1, 1914, wil be as follows: 

When payable in Apia, Austria, 
gium, Bolivia, Cape Colony, 
Costa Rica, Denmark, Egypt, 
Germany, Great Britain and Ireland, 
Greece, Honduras, Hongkong, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Japan, Liberia, Luxem- 
burg, Natal and Zululand, Netherlands, 
New South Wales, New Zealand, Nor- 
way, Orange River Colony, Peru, Por- 
tugal, Queensland, Russia, Salvador,

to $20, 20c; $20.01 to $30; 30c; $30.01 to

By the change, the fees for orders 
of small amounts are in many 
stances less than half the former rate, 
and a uniform scale f fees is estab- 
lished for all orders itssued on the in- 
ternational money order form, thus 
treating remitters of all nationalities 
alike and avoiding confusion on 
part of patrons and postmasters. 

Under the new schedule, the ratio of 
charge is exactly the same whether 
large or small sums are remitted.

Washington, July 
Daniels’ drastic order calling for 
abolition of imprisonment for 
tion from the navy in times of peace 
was the subject of general comment in 
naval circles here today. The order 
provides for the summary dismissal 
instead of imprisonment of bluejackets 
who overstay their leave, get drunk 
while on shore or commit similar 
breach of disciplineand for the honor- 
able discharge of men who want to 
quit the service by merely refunding 
certain enlistment allowances. 

The secretary expects that the order 
willresult in the weeding out 
navy of “undesirables” and raise the 
general standard of the enlisted per- 
sonnel. 

The secretary has had the step un- 
der consideration ever since he came 
into office. He announced that the 
navy now had practically a full quota— 
51,348 enlisted men—compared with a 
shortage of 4,100 elghteen months ago.

Wiashington, July 27.—Actual prog- 
ress today rewarded efforts of admin- 
istration senators to expedite trust 
legislation and the first vote on an 
amendment to the interstate trade com- 
mission bill was reached.

A eulogy on his life and _  distin- 
guished public services was delivered 
by Senator Hoke Smith and a bill was 
passed to permit the ground around the 
public building at Thomasville to be 
used as a park memorial to him. It

The senate’s action was taken in the 
absence of Senator West at the white 
house. Senator Smith explained that 
Senator West had intended to offer a 
resolution for memorial exercises in 
honor of the deceaséd Georgia repre- 
sentative. In view of the parliamenta- 
ry situation Mr. Cummins objected to 
the resolution being considered after 
the trust bills were taken up, so Mr.

Senator Smith’s ‘Tribute. 

In paying tribute to Mr. Rodden- 
ibery’s life and work, Senator Smith 
said he was one of the best men who 
ever came to congress from Georgia. 
Judge Roddenbery was kind, he said, 
and there was none so poor nor so hum- 
ble that they could not feel free to 
come to him at any time for counsel 
and assistanuce, that his counsel was 
Ziven without ostentation, and his aid 
was rendered with painstaking care. 

“Like all strong men, he was gentle 


in his bearing.” continued Senator 
Smith. “He was patient and tolerant 
in his attitude towards the opinions of 
others, while holding firmly to his own 
carefully formed convictions. His life 
made for the uplift of the race. His 
views and actions ennobled living. He 
left the world better for having lived 
and labored in it. He wds a man in 
whose association and friendship there 
Was genuine inspiration. It will al- 
ways bea source of pleasure to me to 
have Known him and to have been able 
to count him as a treu friend.” 


Roddenbery’s Record in Congress. 


The record made by Representative 
Roddenbery in opposition to pension 
frauds, when he stood almost alone, 
his friendship for the man engaged in 
agriculture, his love of home and fami- 
ly and his qualities of heart and head 
were recounted by Senator Smith.

PRIVATE PARKS KILLED 
BY A MEXICAN OUTPOST 


Mute Evidence of Soldier’s 
Fate Sent to Gen.’ Funston 
‘From Mexico City. 


Vera Cruz, July 27.—Mute evidence 
of the fate of Private Samuel Parks, of 
the Twenty-eighth infantry, United 
States army, who was shot to death by 
a Mexican outpost in front of* Vera 


General Funston today, when the alum- 
inum tag of identification which Parks 
ne wandered out of the 
American lines were farwarded by mail 
from Mexico City. 

The tag and parts of his. blood- 
stained uniform have been reposing in 
the Mexican war office for many weeks. 
They were sent there when an inves- 
tigation of the killing of the American 
soldier demanded by the Washington 
government was undertaken by _ the 
Mexican officials. 

Mexican War Office Sent Tag. 

What the result of that investiga- 
tion was or the nature of the report 
made to Washington is not known 
here. The Mexican war office appar- 
ently considers the incident closed, 
however, as the uniform, including 
Park’s campaign hat, caked with blood 
and with a hole in the back of it, 
made by the bullet which probably 
caused his death, was given to a jani- 
tor employed about the.war depart- 
ment last Friday, with the statement of 
an attache that: “We don’t want this 
stuff here any longer.” 


The incident was reported to an Ameri 
can residing in Mexico City and he ob- | 
tained possession of the identification | 
tag and forwarded it to General Funs- 
ton. 

Parks was as orderly to 
Colonel Taggart, of the} 
Twenty-eighth, soon after Funston's! 
troops arrived’ at Vera Cruz. He had 
charge of Colonel Taggart's two horses 
and was never seen by Americans after 
he rode out to exercise the animals. An 
investigation in Vera Cruz showed that 
he had wandered through the American 
lines toward the station nine miles out 
on the Mexican railway, where Mexican 
outposts still are maintained. 

No Satisfactory Answer. 

A few days later rumors that an 
American soldier’ and two American 
horses had been captured by the Mex- 
ican soldiers, and that the soldier had 
been shot as a spy, drifted into Vera 
Cruz. General Funston gave little cre- 


detailed 


dence to these reports at first, but 
sent word to General Maas, then com- 
manding the Mexican troops in front 
of Vere Cruz, seeking information as/| 
to Parks and his horses. 

No satisfactory answer to the sol- 
dier was returned, but ten days after 
Parks’ disappearance the horses were 
sent through the American lines. 

General Funston reported to Wash- 
ington he believed the rumors as to 
Parks’ execution, and Washington's 
demands upon Huerta for an investiga- 
tion followed. 


QVER 2000 YEARS AGD 


London, July 27.—Toe dancing is not 
a comparatively modern French inven- 
tion, as is popularly supposed, since a 
piece of Egyptian pottery, over 2,000 
years old, now exhibited by the Insti- 
tute of Archeology, shows a girl tak- 
ing such steps in modern ballet style. 

The antiquity of toe dancing is only 
one of the things revealed by the 
Egyptian collection brought from 
Meroe in the Sudan by Professor John 
Garstang. Stones of astronomical 
buildings there show considerable 
knowledge of the heavens. On one 
stone was sketched an instrument for 
measuring angles and taking eleva- 
tions, while another drawing tends to 
show that an effort was made to meas- 
ure the circumference of the moon. 
Certain marks measuring the shadows 
of the sun indicate an effort to get 
the latitude and longitude of Meroe. 

An entirely new language, which is 
at present a mystery, was also dis- 
covered by archeologists here, in cer-

Mayor Woodward will today sign the 
resolution authorizing am appropriation 
of $5,000 for the Spring street im- 
provement.
